'To do any ol 
these things Is to violate", the law.

slips pasted on the outside or folded in papers 
or periodicals, soliciting notices, are also vi- 
olations" 6T; :the" law." 'Senders "of transient 
papers can send bundles of printed mallei 
by.weight, at transient charges, but must 
not ssnd any wrlttoH rnatter iii such bundles.

The Kansjs City Times says several gen- 


tlemen recently explored a cave lately dis- 
covered in South eastern .Missouri. The 
entrance 
Is .through a volcanic fis- 


sure 
seven feet wide by twenty feet iu 


length, which at the distance of a hundred 
yards terminates in a room named by the 
explorers "The Bat Room," from the thous- 
ands of bats lhatswaimcd within its dark 
and hidden 
recesses; they flew about 


in swarms, making a terrible noise iu. the 
arched roof abovo. This room has three 
bides, each witli an aperture opening into 
smaller caverns or side room?. Its dimen- 
sions are filly by one hundred and . thirty 
feet, the ceiling being about twenty feet 
from the floor. From this room a ball, four 
hundred yards in length, leading to a still 
larger room iu the shape of a horseshoe, 
which the explorers say nature must cerr. 
tainly have intended for a church, since tho 
roof is arched in purely Gothic style, with 
dome and cjlumns, and lo finish off and 
rnako It complete, a pulpit near tho centre. 


Tbo walls of this magnificent cavern are 


one hundred foot high,but one of tho most 
remarkable features about it is a founlalnof 
pure waler,four feet in diameter. North- 
ward of this is a room sixty feet "Wide, and 
almost filled with glittering stalactites; which 
hang in curiously formed pendants froin the 
roof. To the Sotilh of this is another room 
which should bo named Ihe "bjttomless pit," 
since It apparently has neither bottom,sides, 
nor roof. Thedarkneps within this place is 
appalling! Turning to the East iho parly 
walked a dlslance ol'about a quarter of a "mile 
when they came to a flight of natural steps, 
lorty or fifty in number, terminating in a 
wide platform, Iho cnlrnnca lo fi mammoth 
hall, supported by Corlnlliian pillars of vari- 
ous thickness and endless in number,*!! white 
as snow and glistening as.'lbongh studded 
with millions of diamonds. This ball Is es- 
timated to bo two hundred foot lu width,and 
communicates with a number of passages 
leading oil in various directions, none of 
which have yet been explored.

on their way the explorers 


found a river of running water, issuiiie; Irmn 
none knows whence,and go[ug,nu one Knows 
where.
